THE DEATH OF JUDGE CONGEE. 


The Hon. Harmon S. Conger, judge of 


the Twelfth judicial circuit,, died at his 
homo in this city at eleven o'clock on 
Sunday. For some time past his health 
had not been good, and during the past 
summer there was a rapid decline, and no 
treatment known to medical science had 
the least effect in changing his condition 
for the bettor. Day after day he grew 
weaker and weaker, and Sunday brought 
the solemn end. 


Judge Conger was born in Cortlaud 


county, New York, about 1815, where he 
lived a number of years. While quite a 
young man he took an important interest 
in 
the 
politics 
of 
the 
day, 
and 


purchased the Cortlaud County Whig, and 
edited .that while pursuing his legal 
studies. .For six years ho conducted 
that paper, and then threw his whole 
timo and attention to the practice of law- 
In 184G there was a peculiar condition o° 
poJitical affairs in Cortland county, and 
Mr. Conger was nominated for congress 
by tho whig convention. 
His opponent 


was his old preceptor, and a man of 
marked ability and wide popularity, but 
Mr. 
Conger 
was 
elected, 
and 


was 
re-elected 
iu 
1849, serv- 


ing four years. When his term expired, 
ho returned to tho law in tho practice of 
which ho won success. In 1S55 he came 
to Jauesvillo, and at onco took a promi- 
nent stand at tho bar. In 1870 ho wus 
elected Judge of the Twelfth circuit, and 
re-elected without opposition, iu 1870. 
His term would have expired on the last 
day of this year. 


Judge Conger was a ripe scholar, a woll 


trained 
lawyer, 
and 
an 
honest 


man. 
He 
was 
freo 
from 


obnoxious partisanship, and on the bench 
presided with ability and impartiality. 
Ho was never found wanting in any of 
the tests that were applied to him, and 
tho bar of both parties confidently put 
their trust iu him. He had an irreproach- 
able public and private character, arjd a 
stern integrity and fidelity to principle 
which secured for him the 
confidence 


and deep esteem of the public. His death 
will bo deeply mourned by the bar of the 
state, especially by that portion which 
practiced in tho counties where he pre- 
sided as circuit judge. 


The funeral services will takeplaca at 


the family residence at two o'clock on 
Tuesdav. 


SOME FACTS FOR MR. WINANS. 


When Mr. Winans delivered his speech 


at Geneva last Thursday evening, ho 
took occasion to say: 


Tho people of this country are pulver- 


ized and pauperized by taxation. 
They 


arc taxed more than any other people on 
tho globe to pay for this national extravi- 
ganco, while they suffer £or the comforts 
and necessaries o£ life. 


It is remarkably strange that so intel- 


ligent a man us Mr. Winans should utter 
two sentences like these before an audi- 
ence'of intelligent voters. It is strange 
if he used them for the purpose of de. 
ceiving his hearers, and it IB stranger still 
if he thought ho was elating facts when 
ho thus spoke of taxation. The words of 
Mr. Winans put Us in mind of an old 
Maine farmer who wont to tho Augusta 
Journal office during tho greenback craze 
there m 1878, and told them ho had been 
n republican all his life, but had made up 
his mind to vote tho greenback ticket be- 
causo tho taxation to support tho govern- 
ment was more than ho could stand, and 
wanted a change. 
Probably like Mr. 


Winans he thought taxation was-a bur- 
den, but before he loft the newspaper of- 
fice, he learned with utter astonishment 
that he did not pay to exceed fifty cents 
a year for the support of the United 
States government. There are a few per- 
sons out west, and somo o£ them appear 
to bo engaged in tho practice of the law, 
running for congress, conducting cam- 
paigns for the democrats, who are as ig- 
norant regarding national taxation, as 
the Maine farmer, 


But what are the facts in regard to the 


people being pulverized by taxation to 
support tho government? It may bo sot 
down as a general truth that the laboring 
people of this country pay nothing for 
tho support ol the government. There is 
not a country on the face ot tho earth 
in which the common people aro so freo 
from taxation as those in tho United 
Staton. But what class of people do pay 
tho national taxes ? 


Those who wear imported silks and

Those who wear I'renob broadcloth. 


g|Thoso who drink liquors. 


Those who smoke cigars and chew to- 


bacco. 


Tho 
principal 
tax 
comes 


from 
those 
who 
are 
rich, 


who wear imported silks and cloths, who 
smoke Havana cigars and drink French 
brandy, who tread on Brussels carpet, 
and who generally revel in luxtiry. 
But 


the great body of day laborers, mechan- 
ics, and farmers, who go to make up 
nine-tenths of tho voto of the nation, 
pay comparatively nothing for the sup- 
port of tho government under which 
they live. Unless a man drinks and 
smokes, he pays only for the matches 
ho uses, and that is only one cent f ;r 
every 100 matches, which in the aggregate 
will not amount to more than 15 or 20 
cents a year.

what luck may bring them. 


The grain dealer's shop tempts them to 


loiter, but the experience of previous at-

theft hopeless; for the 


bunnya, with all his years, isvory nimble 
on his legs, an an astonishing good shot 
with a pipkin. So the monkeys merely 
make their salaams to him, and pass on 
to the fields. If the corn is ripe, they 
can soon ent enough for the day; but if 
not, they go wandering about picking up 
morsels, here an insect and there a berry, 
till the sun f/ets top hot, nnd then they 
creep up into the dark shade or the 
mango tope, and snooze through the af- 
ternoon. In the evening thoy are back 
in the village again to share in its com- 
forts and entertuiuinent.

While the number of men who become, 


confirmed, habitual, professional pros- 
pectors is but small, fe\v of the many 
who once yield to the fascination of the 
the pursuit ever rid themselves entirely 
of a yearning to indulge ia the promised 
delights with which both memory and 
expectation tempt their weakness. Bring 
me to the mail who lias once been a pros- 
pector, though in long years gone by, and 
who, perhaps, sacriflcedhis afl—his'hopes 
in every direction—on the altar of a four- 
foot stone monument, with a notice 
thereon of his having located such and 
such a claim, asd even while his mouth 
contains the wordsdenouncing himself us 
a fool and an idiot for wasting his sub- 
stance on a dream, I shall with no greater 
charm than this piece of stone that I 
hold in my hand bring afire into hiseyes 
and a ring into his voice that will prove 
the old Adam and the now to be one 
and the siime man, uuregeneratc and un- 
changeable in heart. 
Bring to me such a 


man—bring even him who has "made 
his pile" and hits become a fat and in- 
dillereiit owner of hotels and theaters; 
fetch them both hero to this tent, leave 
them to the uicrcus ot this camp to- 
night, and doubt not that to-morrow will 
see plethoric success and lean failure 
nosing around the hole in yonder hill, 
peering through magnifying glasses, talk- 
ing of dips and strikes,wallsand gangucs, 
shafts and drifts, as if there were but one 
matter that was not vanity in the wide 
world, and that matter prospecting.

Even if the hunt prove a for- 
tunate one, and the quarry be the fattest 
of bucks, those men can but gorge them- 
selves from the saddle or haunch and 
have left untasted the more delicious 
flavor of the long persistent pursuit, the 
careful following of the trail, the exulta- 
tion as the game comes in sight, the time 
of nervous doubts whether, after all, the 
true game be there and not a mere 
shadow, and the supreme final moment 
when the hunter stands a victor over the 
object of his chase, victorious through 
his own craftsmanship and endurance. 
The men who do the actual work and 
feel the sensible roughnesses of|prospec tors' 
lives derive the keenest enjoyment from 
the calling—from the 
unrestraint of 


camp life, the contact with nature in 
some of its most curious and occasionally 
most beautiful moods, from the entranc- 
ing uncertainty and the spice of adven- 
ture that goes with an open airmountain 
existence. 
The pleasures of the sports- 


man, the mini of science, the speculator, 
the poet, the inventor, the traveler, and 
of him who exerts his muscle and nerve 
in some agreeable 
industry 
ure all 


borne in upon the prospector according 
to his capacity for the reception ol' 
such enjoyments. 
Of course, not one in 


a hundred of the men who try their 
hands at prospecting ever think of these 
things, but none the less, rather the 
more, do they feel them. 


It is a strange motley procession that 


year after year comes up from the cast- 
ward to the mountains to increase the 
number of present aud past prospectors. 
Keprcsentatives of nearly every indus- 
trial walk in life arc to be found in the 
ranks; some who have'failed in the vo- 
cation of their choice or to which cir- 
cumstances ordered them, and who hope 
by one lucky stroke to retrieve their for- 
tunes; others, restless spirits, with ii 
craving for adventure and excitement; 
others with a sweet, blind belief that the 
roads in tho West are paved with gold 
and silver, to bo had by anybody who 
will take the trouble of picking it up. I 
once came across two Baltimore boys— 
almost men in years—who were provided 
witk about forty of fae small sacks in 
which smoking tobacco is retailed, the 
eacka being a present from some friendly 
Baltimorcun tobacconist,and intended to 
hold the gold dust which the lads were 
to accumulate—out of the irrigation 
ditches of Denver, I suppose. I remem- 
ber now that one of those young men 
had also a very minute and useless pistol, 
and when I nsked him why ho brought 
that thing with him he answered that he 
had expected to fight Indians. And 
there are staid, solid-appearing fanners 
from tho Missouri Eivcr and far cast of 
that stream, who approach the moun- 
tains with an impregnable belief that all 
they linve to do is sink a hole on the first 
hill which they may encounter in order

On Sunday morning Constable 'Jfhillip 


Qundell came to the ofty, and brought 
the nows that a man by the name of 
Spencer Turner, living with his mother 
about three miles southwest of Hanover, 
in the the town of Plymouth, had been 
dangerously burned while on a drunken 
spree with one Charles A. Stuart, and 
that 
the appearance of the 
victim 


warranted the arrest of Stuart on a charge 
of assault and battery, which waa imme- 
diately carried into effect, and Stuart waa 
brought to this city and lodged iu the 
county jail. Later in the day the news 
of the death of Turner was brought to tno 
city, and the body of the deceased show- 
ing unmistakale evidences ot foul treat- 
ment, it was decided by the district attor- 
ney to hold an inquest, this forenoon. 
Accordingly the prisoner was taken, to 
the scene of the affray this morning, nnd 
a representative of tho Gazatto was dis- 
patched

to

On arriving at Hanover there socmod to 
be but one opinion umoug tho people 
and that was that Turner had been foul, 
ly dealt with, and that Stuart was guilty

days, and according to his own evidence

Stuart's mother, from fear of the drunken 
condition of the boys, left the bouse, 
took their buggy aud horae and drove to 
ono of the neighbors, but came back 
early in the evening and concealed her- 
self behind a fence across the road from 
the house. Here she watched tho ac- 
tions from withm. She testified that the 
boys wero staggering druuk, and that she 
heard a noise ia the house, like chairs be- 
ing kicked wound, or somebody going 
up and down stairs. She did not attempt 
to enter tho houso until sho saw the 
blaze. , 


Charles 
Stuart, who is about twenty 


years of ago, testified as to what hap- 
pene.l 
in tho house; 
that 
ho and 


Turner were in the parlor; he was play- 
ing on the organ and Turner was sing- 
ing; afterwards coming ont of tho parlor 
to the sitting room, the lamp went out as 
the pantry door was opened, Shiart told 
Turner to let tho lamp alone until morn- 
ing; that his sister Lilly would then fill 
it, and heXStuart) then went out into 
tho kitchen and out into tho back yard 
when he looked back through a window 
and discovered a blaze in the sitting 
room. He immediately rushed into the 
room, and upon asking Turner if ho was 
rn-jch hurt replied no, but I am badly 
burnt. He then put out tho fire which 
was hanging to him in coals, and dragged 
him out into the back yard 
Some of 


the neighbors had arrived by this time, 
and Turner was taken back into tho 
house. 


This, in brief, aro the facts in tho case. 


TLe man Turner was badly burned on 
tho head and left side 
His clothing was 


also badly burned and torn on tho same 
side, while tho back of his coat and shirt 
wero well saturated with blood, aud his 
pants was a total wreck. On tho left 
siilo of the dead man's head was a long, 
deep gash, commencing at the left tem- 
ple, and following an irregular 'lino 
above the left ear along the base of tho 
skull to the back of the neck. Tho cor- 
oner's inquest closed at 1 o'clock, and our 
reporter was obliged to make haste for 
his'return. Tho neighbors who were first 
on tho scene, found an old pump handle, 
which was taken caro of, nnd will bo used 
aa evidence of foul play. The wound on 
the head was the only mark of violence 
exhibited 
to

a post mortem 
examination was bo- 


mg held by Dr. Henry Palmer, of this 
city, and Dr. Johnson, of OrEerdville. 
Thero are many rumors afloat in the 
neighborhood, all agreeing that Stuart is 
guilty, or that ha caused the death of 
Turner. 


These rumors will all be brought 


before tho inquest is closed. 


Charles A. Stuart is a son of A. C. 


Stuart, who has been a resident ot the 
town of Plymouth about 35 years, aud 
this son Charles is not unknown to the 
criminal records of Rock county, but .he 
is pot considered as a vicious character 
by any means, aud no one would, by his 
appearance, take him for a mart that 
would commit siich a crime. 


Spencer Turner, the deceased, was 


about 35 years old, and is a cousin o£ 
young Stuart. They have beeu up to- 
gether, before the criminal courts charged 
with petty offenses, but nothing very 
serious. 


The jury was ordered by Justice J. W, 


Brown, of Hanover, and the following 
gentlemen are considering 
the case: 


H. W. Brown, Charles Demrow, D. 
Blackburn, Stephen Sidmore, Charles 
Buchart, Charles Luckfeldt. 


It was the general opinion when our 


reporter left, that the finding of the jury 
would warrant the holding of Stuart on 
the charge of murder. 


Turner died at two o'clock on Sunday 


afternoon.
